Satu rday ’s rash o f accidents in­ 
clu ded a o ne-car crash near Shel­ 
by v ille which to o k the liv es o f 
three Kentu cky residents en ro u te 
to Mario n fo r a v isit with rela-1 
tiv es. 
A o ne-car crash o n Ind. 116 near 
Blu ff to n Su nday to o k the life o f 
the driv er, Carl Keller, 46, Blu f- 
fto n, and sent two passengers to 
the ho spital. 
State po lice said Keller lo st co n 
tro l o f his v ehicle and it flipped 
o v er into a ditch. 
Dennis Gist, 5, Rt. 5, Ko ko mo , 
died Su nday o f inju ries su ffered 
Satu rday when he was stru ck by 
a car o n U.S. 31, abo u t fo u r miles 
no rth o f Ko ko mo . 
Officers said the bo y ran o nto 
the highway and into the path o f 
a car driv en by James W. Miller, 
20 Rt. 2, Ko ko mo . 
Killed in the Shelby v ille crash 
were Mrs. Shirley Bo lin, 23, her 
three-y ear-o ld so n, William, and a 
nephew, Danny Jo nes, 1, all o f 
Lo u isv ille.

Walter Ho u k said fiv e o th­ 
ers appeared to be in critical co n­ 
ditio n and all 13 su rv iv o rs were 
ru shed to Ro bert Lo ng Ho spital 
at the Indiana Univ ersity Medical 
Center in Indianapo lis. 
Ho u k identified the dead man as 
Jesse Tu dder, 41, Lafay ette, who 
was serv ing his six th term at the 
farm. His o ffenses mo stly were 
pu blic into x icatio n bu t he was 
giv en a six -mo nth sentence last 
March fo r dru nken driv ing. 
Farm o fficials were u nable to 
list the o ther men immediately in 
the ru sh to the ho spital. 
Ho u k said the po iso no u s anti­ 
freeze had been taken fro m tightly 
sealed barrels in the institu tio n’s 
garage. So me o f it had been u sed 
in tru ck and au to radiato rs last 
winter.

Co ng ressmen Hail Ex chang e Visits 
Of 2 Leaders; Capehart Objects 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenho wer's decisio n to ex change 
v isits with So v iet Premier Nikita 
Khru shchev drew generally fav ­ 
o rable—so me highly enthu siastic 
—reactio n to day fro m members o f 
Co ngress. 
Bu t appro v al was no t u nani 
mo u s. Sen. Ho mer E. Capehart 
(R-Ind) pro tested that “it lo o ks 
like we’re again being taken in 
by the Ru ssians.” 
Senate Demcratic Leader Ly n­ 
do n B. Jo hnso n o f Tex as applau d­ 
ed the President’s decisio n. 
“I believ e that this is a ty pe o f 
ex change which co u ld do mu ch fo r 
the who le wo rld,” he to ld the Sen­ 
ate.

Buried in the text of the U.S. foreign 
aid authorization compromise bill approved 
by a Senate-House conference committee 
was a provision that is of more fundamental 
importance than the amount of money 
($3.5 billion) authorized, huge as the figure 
is. 
The provision requires the President, in 
making fiscal 1961 requests (next year) 
for mutual security, to submit a detailed 
plan for the progressive reduction of all bi­ 
lateral grand assistance. 
This means, in plain language, that Con­ 
gress is telling the President to shift for­ 
eign aid from a giveaway basis to a loan 
basis. The provision was sponsored by Sen. 
Mike Mansfield of Montana. 
Currently a committee headed by William 
H. Draper Jr., is studying the entire mutual 
security program. A preliminary report was 
issued last March. This included a recom­ 
mendation that the Development Loan 
Fund be increased in size to $1 billion. Con­ 
gress increased it to $700 million instead. 
Presumably the report for grant reduc­ 
tion on a countiy-by-country basis, as de­ 
manded by Congress, will coincide with the 
full report of the Draper committee next 
January. The two should provide a basis for 
phasing out foreign aid gifts in a gradual 
basis.

WASHINGTON (.AP) — Preside.nt Eisenhower’s 
ideas on diplomacy go back to the 19th Century. 
That explains in part his lack of eagerness for a 
summit conference and the great, free rein he gave 
his late secretary of state, John F'oster Dulles. 
Some of his views, not stated publicly, can be 
given here on excellent authority. Others he has 
expressed at his news conferences His ideas are 
in the numbered paragraphs below. 
1 He does n ,t like the modern development of 
diplomacy — summit conferences — and considers 
it a step backward for the heads of state to spend 
their time on work that belongs to specialists, like 
foreign ministers. 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev is the advo­ 
cate of summit conferences. Now British Prime 
Minister Harold MacmOlan backs the idea. Khrush­ 
chev considers foreign ministers messenger boys 
and says only the heavyweights can get things done. 
2. Eisenhower prefers seeing foreign ministers 
enjoy the exercise of the great authority given 
them in the 19th Century. He says their govern­ 
ments normally try to establish limits within w^hich 
they can negotiate. 
Dulles, who ran American foreign affairs like a 
one-man show, was given a freer hand by Eisen­ 
hower than any American Secretary of State en­ 
joyed in this century. But he insisted that Eisen­ 
hower approve every move before he made it. 
3 Eisenhower considers the congress of Vienna 
in 1814-15, called to reorganize Europe, after the 
downfall of Napoleon, an example of foreign min­ 
isters’ exercising the ultimate in authority, both in 
negotiating and in making agreements. 
Some historians, judging from their appraisal of 
the Congress of Vienna, might think Eisenhower 
chose an unfortunate example of what foreign min­ 
isters can do v/hen they have the ultimate in au­ 
thority. 
4. He has cited as an example of what he doesn’t 
like about summit conferences the 1807 meeting 
between Napoleon and Czar Alexander I of Russia 
on a raft in the River Niemen near Tilsit. 
That was a meeting between a bamboozler, Na­ 
poleon, and a half-baked mystic, Alexander, who at 
first admired each other, talked of dividing the 
world up between them, and then wound up fight­ 
ing each other. 
There’s a chance a summit meeting might make 
things worse instead of better. And there has been 
no tangible result from the first summit meeting 
Eisenhower had in 19.55 with Khrushchev and the 
then Soviet Premier, Nikolai Bulganin. 
The.se may be factors in bis hesitancy about 
trying it again. But the memory of the meeting 
between Na|X)]e<jn and Alexander seems to be high 
in his wariness about a second summit gel-togeth­ 
er. He has referred to it repeatedly.
